Peus EAuction 420 (closes Nov 18-19) 

The second part of the Neussel collection is being auctioned as part of this esale. One 
can find affordable Roman coins, many of which are pedigreed back to the 1950’s. The 
first part of the Neussel sale was a live auction that took place on November 1 and had 
some impressive Aes Grave. This continuation has some lovely pieces that are worth 
your time to consider.

AR Denarius, 3-76g (18mm, 6h). QPOMPONI - MVSA Head of Apollo r., hair tied with 
band. Rev. HERCVLES - MVSARVM Hercules standing r., wearing lion skin and playing 
lyre; in lower field r., club

The Republican Muse series is among the most lovely of Republican coinage. Not a lot is 
known of the moneyer but it is obvious that a pun on his name was the intention of this series. 
There are nine muses of the series: Melpomene, the muse of tragic drama, Terpsichore, the 
muse of dance, Erato, the muse of erotic or lyrical poetry, Polyhymnia, the muse of sacred 
poetry, Urania, the muse of astronomy, Thalia, the muse of comedy, and finally this coin, 
Hercules, the leader of the muses. This coin is the last of the series and showcases Apollo and 
Hercules. It is one of the more scarcer and desirable versions.
